The Hon. Katherine.Plun- 
ket, a wonderful old Irish 
woman, daughter of the 
second Baron Plunket who 
was at one time Lord Bishop 
of Tuam, died to-dav at her’ 
home in County. Louth with. 
in a few weeks of celebrat- 
ing her 112th birthday. - 


She had been a great traveller, 
Evon after she had reached her 
nineticth year, she had been 
practically all over the world, 

Right up to the end of her long 
life, the venerable old lady took o 
keen Interest In all current affairs 
at home and abroad. She remen- 
bered sitting on the knee'of Sir 
Walter Scott, the famous Scottish 
novelist, in 1826, just before she 
was five years of age. 


PLUNKET HISTORY, 


The Hon. Katherine Plunket 
was born ns long ago as Novembar 
22, 1820. She was the elieat 
daughter of the second Lord 
Plunket and had five sisters, all of 
whom died before — hur—the 
youngest fn about 1926 .at the 
age of 85. * ‘ . 

Tho name of Plunket is fumous 
in Irish history, Her grand- 
father, Wm. Conyngham Plunket, 
had a britHant carcer, both at the. 
Bar and in Parliament. He re- 
sisted the Act of Union. and later 
advocated .Catholic emancipation. 
Finally he became Lord Chancellor 
of Ireland and was created flrat 
Baron in 1827. :

Spanish Industrial Standards.

The 
first is one preventing the em- 
ployment of children under 14 in 
the fields during school hours, for 
obvious reasons. The second also 
deals with agriculture and allows 
to farm workers the same rights 
of associntion i trades’ unions 
and guilds as (are ntlowed to. 
workors in industry, The third 
deals with a specific trade, name- 
ly baking.

HARD ON PLUGS. 


Useful Hints.: 


By James F, Donthue 
; » 


Present dus high compression 
engines are hard on spark plugs. 
This, coupled with the fact that 
high speeds, promoted by fiste 
highways, also shortens the life 
of plugs, makes .it necessary that 
the motorist look after these tiny, 
but very important parts. 


Under high speeds, compression 
and heat conditions, an oxide de- 
posit or coating forms on spark 
plug Insulators and causes the 
plugs to cut out, Slow driving in 
congested traffic causes carbon de- 
posits on‘insulators which tend 
to foul the plugs, and here, too, 
the plugs “cut out.” 


The reault of this is a miss in 
the motor. Sometimes this is 
noticed, but often it isn’t, especial-

SUSPENSION OF 
LICENCES 
RECOMMENDED. : 


Sir Herbert Samuel, the Home 
Secretary, has addressed a circu 
lar letter to magistrates through- 
out the country, directing atten- 
tion to the number of road ac- 
eidents, and calling for a stricter 
enforcement of the law in order 
that they may be reduced. 


The letter. is. addressed to 
Justices’ clerks, and asks that a 
return of accidants in 1931 should 
be brought to the notice of 
Justices. :

Lacking Device. |

aro lavish. The 16 h.p, Wolseley 
has a freewheel controllable from 
the steering column so that.{t may 
be locked when required. This 
locking device [ regard os cssen- 
tial to a antisfactory free-wheel at 
the present time. : 

All the Wolscleys are _six- 
cylinder cars and the engincs have 
centrifugally cast liners to the 
cylinders, a really valuable feature 
and one that should reduce cylin- 
der bore wear and give o much 
longer useful engine life. 
~*~ The Hornot, which is one of the 
amartest cars on the rond, con- 
tinues in much the same form as 
when it first appeared ‘with a 
specification that startled the 
motoring world. Except the 
limousines and Inndaulettes all the 
Wolseley models, from the Hornet 
upwards, have hydraulic braking. 
The. heavicr models have vacuum- 
servo brakes,

Synchro-mesh Gears. 

Of the Fords I think that 
the 8 hp. deserves speclal 
attention.

an hour and synchro-mesh gears. 

The. whole difficulty in, gear 
changing with on ordinary box lics 
in synchronising the pinions that 
are to be engaged before they are 
moved together. With the ordi- 
nary gear box the driver obtains 
this synchronisation ns well -as 
he can by going into neutral and 
then speeding up the engine when 
changing down or using it as.n 
brako when changing ‘up. - 

‘Accuracy of synchronisation 
will depend upon the correct 
estimation of the time needed In 
neutral and the engine revolutions. 
If there {is misjudgment 
pinions will not be running at the 
same speed, and the gears will be 
“erashed.” : 

The synchro-mesh gear box em- 
bodies a device which introduces 
a preliminary movement ifn the 
gear box before the toothed pinions 
or dog clutches are brought to- 
gether. - The gears, in other 
words, are “properly introduced.” 


Simple Changes. 

Cone clutches are employed 
which slow down or speed up the 
wheels about to be engaged before 
the teeth mect. The result ix 
that the gears cannot he “crash- 


_using ‘thila gear no 
juggling with the ‘clutch pedal or 
with the accelerator. pedal is 
needed, All that the driver must 
do when ‘changing up Is’ to de- 
clutch and to move the gear lever 
deliberately to the new position. 
A slight pause should be made on 
the way through to allow the cone 
clutches to do their work; but no 
skill whatever is needed. ‘ 

This synchro-mesh gear in the 
8 h.p. Ford is part of the general 
movement towards automaticity, 
which the Show will illustrate. 
It is also one more indication of 
the completeness of the specifica- 
tion that is offered in the modern 
motor-car for a low price, 


The Four-cylinder Engine. 

Indeed it seems impossible that 
at any date in the future more 
will be offored for the moncy spent 
than at Olympin -this year. For. 
about two hundred to three 
hundred pounds a car can_ be had 
in which every -concelvable in- 
vention known to automobile 
engineering is incorporated.  [. 
think that it is safe to look upon 
the coming Show aa the peak of 
motor-car values. Whether those 
values will be maintained In the 
future is an matter of doubt. Cer- 
tainly they have never been at- 
tained in the pnat. 

. Another tendency which may 
make itself felt for the first time 
at'the Show is the tendency to- 
wards lower powers. In the 
motoring world it has.been known 
for some time that attempts are 
being mrde to produce satisfactory 
cars with engines of motor-cycle 
capacity. 

At the moment details of these 
attempts cannot be given; but, if 
they succeed, they will bridge the 
gap in prices between motor- 
cycle and motor-car, and provide 
a smooth range from about thirty 
pounds to three thousand, covering 
every type of motor vehicle. - 

One other point which the Motor 
Show {a likaly to emphasise is that 
the four-cylinder engine retains 
its popularity and Is still far from 
being ousted by the six’ The dis- 
appearance of the four has-been 
predicted so'mnny times that {ts 
continued healthy condition muat 
be regarded as definite proof that 
it offers certain desirable fentures 
that other engincs cannot offer.

Probably no part of the “nu- 
tomobile ia subject to so much 
neglect as tho battery, . 

After ail, this unit {a the heart 
of. the power of the ear, and al- 
though {t should nover bo neg- 
lected, it in to a sad oxtont. 

A few motoriats adhero faith- 
fully to tho mnnufacturer’s cau- 
tion to have the battery checked 
regularly every month or 50. But

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PETROL PUMPS AND BRANDING.

Sir Malcolm Campbell Discusses Question. 


Many -letters have reached mo 
lately on tho subject of. the 
““geeuracy of petrol Pumps. Docs 
tha motorist gots what he pays for 
nt wayside stations? 2 

In ono or two cnsos the writers 
quote cases in which it is alleged 
that there has been a ‘aorfous 
shortage, One correspondent 
anys he paid for four gallons, but 
after running for about* twenty 
miles his cat.‘stopped with an 
empty tank. As his car docs from 
30 to 36 miles to the zallon there 
“was obviously something wrong, 
and he roturned—~after securing 
another supply—to the. filling 
station. Tho proprietor apologis- 
ed, saying he thought he had 
delievered the quantity -paid for, 
but that there was actually no 
petrol in the tank! . 

I should say that this was an 
islonted case of flagrant dis- 
honesty, because, go far as I 
know, there is no-pattern of pump 
made in which such a thing enn 
hapnen ‘without the operator 
knowing that his pump is not lift- 
ing. ‘ 

But one case like this does not 
-brand all pump owners. I have 


never, lo the best of my recollec- | 


eeemecnee 


tion, had occasion to complain of 
short measures from fuel pumps, 
Indeed, I think ft is the usual ex- 
‘perience of motorists to find that 
the people who own nnd operate 
petrol pumps are very cnroful to 
see that full measure is given and, 
particularly, that the delivery hose 
{3 properly emptied. 


. The Sagging Hose 


IT agree with tho correspondent! 
who suggests that {t ‘fg possible 
for the seller to enhance his: pro- 
fits by allowing tho hose to sa 
and to hold quite a conelderable 
umount of petrol after the re. 
quired quantity has apparently 
been delivered. ‘But I-cannot re- 
collect that I have ever come across 
even this.. In any ease, It is up to 
the motorist himsolf to see that 
the hose is drained and that the 
full quantity lifted by the pump is 
‘delivered, : : 

Ags to the accuracy of. pumps, 1} 
do not think there is much ground 
for complaint nowadays, At one 
time, perhaps, this was not the 
ease.

If you buy*an 
article which has the hacking of a 
firm with a reputation to love, 
you are much more likely to get 
satisfaction than you are from the 
“just-ax-yood” substitute. This is 
doubly true in the case of acces- 
sories to motoring. — -, 

To tuke athomely. illustration, 
you may. be Induced to buy a 
chean grade of carpet breom 
which you are assured ig every bit 
as good as the more expensive 
éne- you: originally. intended to 
purchase. The just-ns-good broom 
Wears out in a quarter of the 
tlme the better one would have 
lasted. It is annoying, no doubt, 
but no further harm haa been 
done—tho inferior broom has not 
done a hundred pounds’ worth of 
damage to your carpets. 

Penny Wise 

In motoring the ,results are 
invariably more serious.. I heard 
the other day of a motorist who 
purchased gome _ reconditioned 
sparking plugs, thereby saving 
himself probably three or four 
shillings on each. One of them 
disintegrated into his’ engine, and 
the repair bill was £16,, 

It cannot be too insistently 
urged that, while economy is a 
very excellent thing in its way, it 
is sheer folly to overdo it in the 
ense of the car and dts needs. I 
do not mean thal one ought to buy 
everything ‘of the most expensive 
But. one should never use 
any but a fuel carrying the name 
and guarantee of one of ‘the well- 
known distributing companies.

Extra Air Valves 

I havo been asked whether I 
consider it advisable to fit the 
device known a8 an extra air-valve 
between carburettor and engine, 
As is well known, ‘this device, 
which can be elther hand-con- 
trolled or automatic, has for its 
purpose the saving of fuel, and in 
many enses docs ennble 
engine to develop more power 
than with its normal carburettor 
setting. : : 

I never use these air-valves, but 
prefer to depend upon as near 
perfect tuning of the carburettor 
ag is possible. This fs not to say 
that I condemn them out of hand, 
Quite the contrary. They are 
often useful, and I have known of 
some extraordinary results in 
petrol, economy being attained 
with their arsistance,

three daily doses of about one 
ounce (26 cubic centimetres), and

ITALIAN LINER’S 
CLAIM. 


ATLANTIC CROSSING © 
“RECORD — 


It will be recalled that the huge 
Italian trans-Atlantic liner Rex 
Was reported to have luid to enter 
Gibraltar a little over a week ayo, 
owing, it was stated to certain 
ingine defects having developed. 
No farther news of her progress 
wag reccived, but from the Italian 
Conaulnte in Hongkong we have 
received the following item, sent 
by wireless from Italy and pieled 
up by the Italian warship Espero, 
on the China Station: 


The liner Rex arrived at New 
York on October 7 on her maiden 
voyage across the Atlantic, having 
vet a new record for the crossing. 
The United States Ambassador to 
Rome, Mr. Garrett, was a yssen- 
ger, and kept in communication by 
wireless with America during the 
voyage. expressing himscif as 
being very pleased with the trip, 
and complimenting those concern- 
ed on the splendid performance of 
the ship and the speed developed. 
The Municipality of New York as 
well. as the whole Italian com- 
munity held special celebrations to 
commemorate this maiden voyage 
and Inauguration of the new 
Rome-New York service.

WELFARE WORK ~ 
DISAPPOINTS 


The Ministry of Health hag just 
issued an important report on 
“High Maternal Mortality in Cer- 
tain Areas.” 

It will be remembered that cer- 
tain districts of England and Wales 
stood out very unfavourably with 
secords for deaths in childbirth 
Well above the average. These 
arens have been selected for special 
investigation: certain industrial 
towns in the West Riding of York- 
shire, sections of Lancaghire, and 
paris of Wales, 5 

In general it may be said that no 
satisfactory answer.to the problem 
of why these areas should be worse 
than tho rest has‘been reached. 


Effective Methods 


Sir George Newnmian, Chief 
Medical OMcer of Health, in his 
introductory remarks, points out 
how “many of the’ causes which 
everywhere endanger | maternal 
sufety are. magnified under the 
socin] and economic _ conditions 
which prevail both in industrial and 
in exceptionally rural parts of the 
country.”

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BOOKS OUT OF 
~ SCHOOL 


- WHAT BOYS AND 
GIRLS READ 


At tho Library Association Con- 
ference at Bournemouth a discus- 
sion took place on the reading 
habits of children. 

Mr. E. Osborne, Derbyshire 
County Librarian, sald that a re- 
cont questionnaire sent to 1,200 
elementary school children be- 
tween the nges of 10 and 14 In 
Derbyshiro revealed that “Oliver 
Twist,” “Alice in Wonderland,” 


‘1 “Little Women,” and "Tho Jungle 


Books” were the girls’ order of 
preference, Adventure  storica 
such as “Treasure Island’ and 
“Robinson Crusoe” were high up 
on the boys’ list. ‘ 

Dickens had a greater appeal to 
the girls than to the boys, Scott 
was relegated to ninth {in both 
lists. “The Pilgrim’s Progress” 
and “Westward Hol” all seemed 
to find little favour. Girls had 
Jong since dispelled the idea that 
such an. exciting book as “Tron- 
sure Island’ was exclusively for 
boys. More thon 20 per cent. of 
the girls’ reading was in the field 
of boys’ literature. : 

Tho analysis further revealed 
that school stories appealed more 
strongly to the -girls and adven- 
ture stories to the boys. Girls 
preferred, fairy stories and works 
on handicraft, while boys wanted 
to, know how to make things and 
to rend also mystery and detective 
stories, : 

The. Child's Outlook. 

There was ample advice to chil- 
dren of what they should read. Tt 
Was written by adults, perhapa 
from thelr own point of view, and 
the importance of the child’s opin- 
ion was too frequently overlooked, 
The reading of children should be 
to them a joy, and-never a task, 
and the aim of Jibrarians should 
be to give them books which would 
arouse their interest, rather, than 
to give them the most edifying 
and instructive volumes, which 
would waken no desire to read 
them. Children read. primarily 
for the story interest. 

“One ‘of the most [Numinating 
things the inquiry revealed,” Mr. 
Osborne added, “was the extent to 
which cheap stories and mnga- 
zines are bought by children. 
There ix a considerable amount 
of canting denunciation of the 
‘Buffalo Bill! and = ‘Thick-ar 
Donovan’ type of reading, but I 
do not think there is anything 
vither unhealthy or unnatural in 
children’s devotion to it, provided

The “school story” stage of 
girls, he continued, resembled the 
“blood story’ stage of boys, and 
it would pass in similar fashion. 
Because of a boy's natural love 
of adventure it should be.possible 
to arouse hia deepest interest in 
true narratives of exploration and 
discovery. What did real harm 
was the shoddy style of the stories 
and the small type in which they 
were printed upon: badly-coloured 
paper. 

Good Books Rare, 

It was not the librarian’s job, 
however, to show superior disap- 
proval of “blood” stuff, unless he 
could provide instead something 
better in writings and conception, 
but still attractive to the young, 
Libraries must cater for this do- 
minating passion for adventure 
by providing storics which dealt 
with the sume elements of crime 
and adventure, bul in a more 
finished and cultured form. 

Children were self-contained 
and Intensely individual, "They 
Hked to Imagine themselves the 
centre of things, and almost in- 
variably identificd  thomselves 
with the heroes of the stories they 
wrote. Good books for children 
were rare, nnd it was a difficult 
problem to sort the good from the 
bad among the mass that was 
continually pouring from the 
Press. . ; 

Miss M. Gilbert said that girls 
acemed to prefer very much more 
than boys fantastic and humorous 
stories. This suggdsted that girls 
had a much keener sense of hum- 
our than boys, were more roman- 
tic, and, in a sense, more witty. |

ing enough arsenic to kill 624 
people was described at the resum- 
ed inquest ot Minchead, Somerset, 
on Arthur: James Hares, aged 82 
ears, shop manager of West- 
ournc-avenue, Ward End, Bir- 
mingham, who was found dead. on 
Porlock Hill on’ August 16. Tho 
inquest was opened on, August 19. 
and was adjourned for an analysis 
on certain organs. 

The Coroner reforred to a lotter 
which he had received. He re- 
marked: “I do not, a8 a rule, tako 
any notice of anonymous letters, 
but it scems to me,-in view of this 
letter and the facts which 
have come to ght, we ought to 
make some further inquirles.” 
Stating that he had shown tho 
letter to tho widow and warned 
hor that sho must not disclose its 
contents, the Coroner then adjaurn- 
ed the inquest until Soptember 20 
for further Inquirics. 

The widow stated in her evidenco 
that on July 14 her husband fell 
down stairs and fractured two of 
the lumbar vertebra. . After being 
trented in the Birmingham General 
Hospitat ho was advised to remain 
in bed for some days. He was 
able to get downstairs on August 
9, and on August 12, when sho re- 
turned from going shopping, she 
was surprised to find him missing. 
Her husband went off his: food 
after the accident and lost weight. 
He was also very quict.

Replying to the Coroner, Dr.

enough to poison 624 people. 
_ The Coroner in adjourning the 
inquest, stated that it-was . most 
difficult to trace the sale of this 
arsenic. From the public point of 
view It waa most unsatisfactory 
if people could get. this amount of 
arsenic which would poison all this 
a ra of people without ‘signing 
or it. :
